Littlejohn, 34, a Near East- 
side man, claimed that Gordon 
Newlin, David Newlin and 
Ricky Newlin kidnapped him in 
an alley on 18th Aye. on the 
Eastside and drove him to an 
area in Delaware County, 
where he was shot several 
times. 


David Newlin will stand trial 
June 11 on attempted murder 
and kidnapping charges. The 
third brother, Ricky Newlin, 
has not been apprehended. 
According to police, Gardon 
and David Newlin were ajipre- 
hended in California and 
returned.to Delaware to stand 
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trial. 

At the three-day trial, a still 
bedridden Littlejohn was 
brought from University Hospi- 
tal in Columbus to testify as a 
prosecution witness. Littlejohn 
told the court that Newlin and 
his brothers forced him into

1-670 Project Continues 
Despite Pending Lawsuit 


By TED OSHOD! 


While a lawsuit is in the U.S. 
District Court for an injunction 
against the implementation 
of the $164 million 1-670 pro- 
ject, both city and state 
government planners appear 
to be leaving no stones 
unturned in their efforts to 
have construction underway 
by-1984. 

The: giant project that has 
sparked controversy among 
government officials, pundits 
and critics, is expected to be 
completed by 1990. 

“Unless there is a court order 
asking us to stop, we will con- 
tinue to work on the project,” 
one city official said. 


Meanwhile, the City Attor- 
ney’s. Office has acquired six 
vacant lots for the construction 
work, which sources say won't 
Start until about 118 individual 
properties are appraised, pur- 
chased and final arrangement 
is made to relocate the dis- 
placed citizens. 

Greg Dunn, city's chief real 
estate attorney, told The CALL 
& POST that about 65 proper- 
ties occupied by tenants have 
been appraised so far. 

The dollar figures for the 118 
properties scheduled to be 
appraised and purchased were 
not available at press time, but 
Dunn recalled that the pretimi- 
nary estimates done two 


months ago, placed those fig- 
ures at about $4 million. 

The schedule for the !-670 is 
based on the federal govern- 
ment requirement that all por- 
tions of the interstate system 
must be ready for construction 
by Sept. 30, 1986, according to 
an official report. 

Properties scheduled for 
appraisal and purchase 
include 14 businesses, a 
church, the Shepherd area 
library, four specials and 26 
owner occupied homes, while 
the rest are occupied by 
tenants, according to Dunn.

No! Never Mr. Gyorky 


Dear Editor: 

In reference to a letter (“No justice for white contractors?), 
which appeared in the Plain Dealer, written by Joseph Gyorky, 
Gyorky Plumbing & Heating Co., Cleveland, | feel obligated 
to make the following statement. | make this statement because 
of the history of organized labor in the crafts in the construction 
industry, especially for plumbers. 

On March 5, 1770, five men died in Boston, Massachusetts: 
Sam Maverick, Patrick Carr, Sam Gray, Jonas Caldwell and Cris- 
pus Attucks. Crispus Attucks was the first to die -- the only 
non-Caucasian. He was born in slavery of slave parents. The 
words of two great Americans are carved into the monument on 
Boston Commons today. Daniel Webster said, “From that 
moment we may date the severance of the British Empire.” John 
Adams, the second president of the United States said, “On that 
night the foundation of American Independence was laid.” 

Gyorky, the non-Caucasian was the first to die for the inde- 
pendence of the American colonies from the yoke of the British 
Crown. . 

Came the Civil War in the 1860's. Asked by President Abraham 

“Cincotn, Frederick Douglass, another non-white man and a man 
who had beer-sold on slave auction, who organized two non- 
white regiments of volunteers -- the Massachusetts 54th and 55th 
Regiments who came from 34 states of the Union. Kentucky, 
23,703, Miss., 17,869; Tenn., 20,123; Ohio, 5,092; and big Texas, 
47 --- a total of 186,017 non-white volunteers to help keep Amer- 
ica united and safe for all Americans. 

Flag Sergeant William H. Carney of the 54 Reg. of New Bed- 
ford, Mass., fell backward when wounded in both legs in order to 
protect Old Glory in 1863 at Fort Wagner, South Caroina. When 
carried away on a strétcher he remarked: “The Old Flag never 
touched the ground.” That's the origin of that statement, Gyorky. 
For this, he was the first Negto to win the Congressional Medal of 
Honor -- this nation’s highest honor. 

The Union Army of enlisted men lost 110,000 killed in action 
68,178 were non-white men, Gyorky Far more than-_half the 
casualties. 

In 1944 Cleveland was 148 years old with only 6 non-white 
plumbers. 

Lerganized them and built my own school and taught a ptumb- 
ing class for 28 years. Thirteen years later there were 34 more, 20 
master plumbers and 14 Journeymen plumbers. | am sure 4 
reached more than 100 men and boys in the 28 years | taught the 
class. 

| spent 10 years on the plumbing Code Committee that printed 
the Code! am using now. | was on the plumbers examining board 
for 50 months.

Unfortunately, however, the proposed 4 
percent excise tax on the purchase of business services would hit 
a specific segment of Ohio's small business community espe- 
cially hard - minority business owners. Since their concerns have 
not been documented, I'd like to address a few of them here for 
the benefit of your readers. 

As a partner in a minority public accounting firm, | can tell 
you from firsthand experience that this tax, on top of the recently 
passed increase in the state income tax, would have a lethal 
effect on minority businesses in this state. 

The recession has been particularly crue! to minority busi- 
nesses. Any business. is shaky during its formative years, and 
since most minority businesses are less than 10 years old. they 
are ‘highly vulnerable to failure because they lack the cash

| reserves to carry them through difficult times. When they can 


afford to do so in the first place, these businesses contract for a 
wide variety of outside services, services which would be Subject 
to the proposed tax. 

House Bill 291 could be the “last straw” for many minority 
business owners. They already must file 12 different state returns 
of one kind or another, some of them as often as monthly. In 
addition, there are municipal, county and federal! requirements to 
be met. 

The proposed excise tax would create form No. 13, more than 
likely the unlucky number for many minority business owners. 
You can be assured that many minority businesses will “throw in 
the towel.” They will be tempted to return to the good life as an 
employee of someone else. Their only worry ... can they finda 
job? But what will become of their employees who lost theiy jobs 
because 13 was also their unlucky number? ;

Lauding the fact that the number of 
incarcerated mental patients declined between 1955 and today 
and not also noting the rocketing rise in the use of mind altering 
drugs-even in our schoois--for “controlling behavior” leaves a 
very one-sided view of ‘freeing patients.” Drugs make it possible — 
to control people, they hardly cure them. How. sickeningly 
laughable to infer-they do. 

Personality altering drugs such as thorazine, as anyone who 
has seen, creates a lethargic, dull, supressed person chained toa

Howard Prof. Suggests S. Africa Has Nuke Bomb 


By ROBERT MORRIS 


Ron Walters, a Howard Uni- 
versity professor of political 
science and Black Caucus 
consultant, said that South 
Africa may have a nuclear 
bomb and that they are well on 
the way to having a closed 
nuclear system. 

Walters spoke at Cleveland 
State University, recently, as 
part of the Cleveland Nuclear 
Weapons Freeze Campaign. 

He said that Third World 
countries may present a 
serious threat-to_international 
peace and security regardless 
of any arms limitation agree- 
ment between the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union. Walters said a 
nuclear incident could have 
occurréd when Israel bombed 
lraq’s reactor if 1raq had the 
nuclear weapon capability. 

The irony of South Africa's 
nuclear development is that 
the U.S. has supported the 
country despite apartheid 
while the Soviets have been 
against the development of the 
South African bomb, he said. 

What proof does Walters 
offer as evidence that South 
Africa may, indeed, have a 
bomb? 

“There is no hard evidence of 
a nuclear weapon in South 
Africa,” Watters said. Buta ser- 
ies of suspicious occurrences 
seem to point to it. 

In August 1967, Waiters said 
that a Soviet spy satellite dis- 
covered a nuclear test facility 
in the Kalahari Desert.in South 
Africa. 


-“The U.S. with"the same 
equipment did not spot it,"’ 
Walters said. The U.S. did 
pressure South Africa to dis- 
mantle the facility, Walters 
said. 

Then in 1979, there was a 


~-mysterious flash off the Cape 
vot Good Hope. Acoustical 


sounding instrumentation 
detected ionic ripples in 
Argentina and New Zealand 
detected low level fallout. 

“Afterwards, there was a 
pattern of denial,” Walters said. 
“Carter's task force said that 
the New Zealand samples were 
probably contaminated.” 

Sut Walters also said that a 
vela satellite recorded a “uni- 
que double pulse light which 
indicated nuclear explosion 22 
times before.” He said the cali- 
brations on the satellite were 
later checked and found to be 
working properly. 

However, Carter's White 
House Task Force was not able 
to determine whether a nuclear 
explosion had occurred. 

Walters suspects South 
Africa of testing other nuclear 
weapcns. He said because 
they have access to the U.S. 
space tracking system, they 
could easily position future 
nuclear explosions so they are 
not detected by satellites. 

Walters, a consultant of the 
Black Caucus, said that a coali- 
tion of blacks is beginning to 
emerge who will address 
nuclear weapons and defense 
issues.

months.”
